When [Virginia plunged into rébelllon in 18061,
ithe United SBtates Marshal for that district turned
over to the so-oalled Confederaey all the Gov-
ernment property in his hands, This waas not
an Isolated cose.

Buchanan's Cabinet had taken care that every | go.enville. where he s engaged In brooding

office within the gift of the Executive in the
Southern States shonld be filled by a red-hot
gecesaionist, snd when the crisis came, the
United States Marshuls, Postmasters, and other
Federal officors entrusted with the money and
property of the Government, without o moment's
hesitation, and withont any effort to regurd the
ohligntions of their oaths, generally followed the
exnmple of this Richmond funetionary by turn-
ing over to the Confedernte authorities every-
thing in thelr possession which belonged to the
United States. Then followed the war aguinst
the Union, and during its progress, nnd for two
or three years after it close, It was utterly im-
possible for the representatives of the Govern-
ment to enforce, or even to make any claim
upon these delinguent traitors for a restoration
of the property which had been disposed of by
them in this fushion,

As soon, howerver, as It was possible for the
United States, through its proper representi-
tives, to demsnd restitution, the demand wos
wnde, and the regular machinery of the Federnl
courta ealled into nction to enforee it. The first
case which was brought up, we hielleve, was the
one in which the United States sustained a
nonsuit yesterday In Richmond. The traitor who
had been appointed United States Marshal for
the district of Virginia by the Buchunan admin-
istration pleaded the statute of limltations in
bar of the claime, and Salmon P. Chase, the
Chief Justice who reccived his commlission
from President Lincoln, sustnined the plea, and
thereby permitted the delinguent official to
escape the conscquences of his  treasonable
nction.

If this were the only case which this Inlquitous
declsion would affect, it would be a matter of
comparntively little moment; but if the question
be earried to the SBupreme Court, ns it certainly
ghould, and be sustained, it will necessarily upply

to every similar ense throughout the South, and |
the treasury of the United States thus made to |

contribute directly to the Innuguration of the
war agalnst the integrity of its own territory,
It would be difficult to concelve of a more fla-
grant violation of the first principles of justice
and common senge than 18 Involved in such o
Btate of affairs. The Chief Justice I8 entrasted
with the interpretation and enforcement of the
laws enacted by Congress. It is his business to
expound these laws in accordsnce with the time-
honored principles of interpretation, and to en-
foree their provisions a8 thus construed,
without the fear of popular clamor or
favor for individual interests, As
we have not yet seen the declsion in full, it is
impossible to express any opinion upon the
merita of the arguments by which the Ohlef
Justice had beea led to pronounce it. It is
barely possible that he has given to the law as
he finds it in the statute book the only construce-
tion of which It will admit, and that the fact
that it was utterly impossible for the United
States to sssert its cluims at an earlier day, be-
canse of the hostilities prevalling between the
two soctions of the country, did not operate to
put the statute of limitations In abeyance,
If this be the case, we can only
gay that it affords another striking
illustration of the variance between law and
justice. According to the old maxim of the
common law, *no time ranneth agoinst the
Kiog." This maxim has been enforced again
and again in this country, and the books of the
Treasury at Washington are now encumbered
with numberless unsettled anecounts against Gov-
ernment debtors, some of which are of 'ﬁft_\'
veara' slanding, with no attempt at enforcing
then, becnuse n judgment against the parties or
their legal representatives would be absolutely
worthless. Its  applieation becomes even
more reasonable when the Government
Is prevented from asserting Ilts claims, not be-
couse of the insolvency of its debtors, but be-
canse of the prévalence for years of a state of
wur and the conseguent temporary overthrow of
all the legal machinery for enforcing them. If
the law ns it stands should prevent the applica-
tion of the maxim in cases of this clinracter,
there is, of course, no remedy, but this does not
abate the glaring injustice which s perpe-
troted under its shield and by ils sanction.

A Moxrtrearn despatch says that the British
Privy Council is considering a project for the
relinquishment of all the British colonies except
Indla. This news has beem forwarded overn
circuitons route, but it may neverthelesas have o
substantinl basls in fact; and, as the Canadians
are deeply interested in the future colonial
policy of Great Britain, they may have received
the intelligence inadvance of its transmission from
London to the United States. It 1s evident that
pride rather than interest prompts the continu-
ance of imperial authority over a large portion
of the British dominions, and if English mer-
chants, manufacturers, and shipowners could be
assured of the continuance of their Industrinl
